MORE DETAILS OF THE ASSASSINATION 


The Morderer Talks to a Reporter—Exami- 
nation of McDow’s House—Trying to 
Bury His Victim.

Cuarreston, 8. C., March 13.--[Special.]— 
The funeral of Captain Dawson took place 
this afternoon. The weather was wretched. 
It is a little singular that very shortly after 
the murder was discovered last night, a heavy 
wind and rain storm set in. This continued 
all day. The funeral took place this afternoon 
at the Cathedral chapel. 

Notwithstanding the severe storm, «the 
church was crowded to its utmost capacity and 
in addition to this the entire city seemed to 
have turned out to hovor the memory of a man 
who was ruthlessly slain by a libertine in his 
effort to protect the honor of a menial in his 
household. The seryices were conducted by 
Bishop Northrop, of the drocese of 
Charleston, who was assisted by 
Bishop Jchn Moore, of the diocese: of 
St. Augustine, Fla. All the Catholic clergy 
of the diocese were in the sanctuary. The 81s- 
ters of meréy, the ladies of the convent of Our 
Lady of Mércy and the orphans under their 
charge attended the funeral. 

BISHOP NORTHROP DELIVERED THE EULOGY.

_As an incident of the affair it is learned that 
before the murder, Mrs. McDow and her chil- 
dren had prepared to leave the house of the 
murderer and return to her father’s home. It 
seems that Mr. Ahrens, the father of Mrs, 
MebDow, hac been living with his daughter 
and her husband and family family for some 
time, but that in consequence of McDow’s 
libertinism he had moved some time ago. 

The face and head of the murdered man 
were badly bruised and seratched. The theo- 
ry now 1s that the bruises and scratches were 
caused by the attempt of the murderer to bury 
the body.

CuyHarveston, 8. C., March 13.—[Special.]—

At this juncture a tray of supper, which the 
doctor had ordered, came in, and the doctor 
sat down and ate, bat not heartily. He re- 
sumed his cigar and smoked incessantly. He 
seemed, as he paced the floor, to be very much 
stirred up on the subject of being caned in his 
own ‘oftice, and, while recurring to the ineci- 
dents of the encounter, would constantly as- 
sert his unwillingness to b® caned. without 
resenting it. 

He did not seem to mind the blow with the 
fist, but the caning part of the assault seemed 
to fire him up, and every now and then he 
would stand up and descant on the unmanli- 
ness that would brook *‘such an assault,’ as 
he vehemently denounced it. 

BIOGRAPHY OF THE DOCTOR. 

Dr. Thomas Ballard McDow was born in 
Camden, Kershaw county, thirty-six years 
ago. He was primarily educated in his native 
county, and at a matriculating age entered the 
Cumberland university, at Lebanon, Tennes- 
see. There he pursued a course of medical 
study, and graduated with the first honor of 
his class In 1874. 

Subsequently he came to Charleston and be- 
camea student at the medical college of the 
state of South Carolina, located here, and grad- 


uated with considerable merit, being the vale- | 


dictorian of his class, composed of bright ma- 
terial. His standing in the college entitled 
him on graduation to a position as one of the 
physicians of the city hospital, and there he 
served until histerm expired. Afterward he 
established himself in this city, and has been 


practicing here ever since, and was getting | 


into professional business. Some years ago he 
married the only daughter of Mr. C. D. 
Ahrens, the well-to-do retired grocery mer- 
chant of King street. One child is the result 
of the marriage. . 

He is about five feet seven inches high, and 
weighs, probably, 130 pounds. He isa brnu- 
nette, and has features somewhat strongly 
narked—the nose being slightly melined to 
Roman. He wearsa deep brown mustache, 
cut close to his lip. His manner is decided, 
and not without the graces of good origin and 
culture,

THE CHIEF'S STORY, 
Captain Golden Tells of Captaim Dawson’s 
Visit to Him. 

CHARLESTON, March 13.—Captain Gold- 
en, chief of police. said to a reporter of 
the News and Courier last night that 
the first information that hehad received 
of the murder of Captain Dawson was abeut 
6:30 p.m. Being asked if he knew anything 
that might account for the murder, Captain 
Golden said that he doubted whether it would 
be correct to publish in advance of the inquest 
what he knew about the matter, but finally 
made the following statement: 

“On Friday of last week,’ said he, ‘“‘Captain 
Dawson asked me to come to his office, saying 
that he desired to ask my advice and assistance. 
I went to see him, and he then told me that he 
had a French or Swiss maid servant and that 
he had heard that she had been detected in 
disteputable company. He asked me to detail 
aman to shadow herand find outif the re- 
ports were true or false, saying that he did not 
desire a servant about his household who was 
not honest and upright. 

SHADOWING THE PARTY. 

“Taccordingly detailed Sergeant Dunn,who, 
under my instructions, went out yesterday 
(Monday) morning. Sergeant Duun reported 
in Writing that the maid had taken an up-town 
eat at Rutledge street, and that he had fol- 
lowed her; that Dr. McDow had also boarded 
the car, and had ridden with her to the upper 
terminus; that the two had got out of the car 
there and had strolled around an unfrequented 
street in the northwestern section of the city. 
All t»e details were submitted by me to Cap- 
tain Dawson this morning. I alse told him 
that he must be careful; that Dr. MeDow’s 
reputation was not of the best, und that it 
would be, perhaps, as well to take no notice of 
him.

I asked one of 
the clerks to telephone to his residence and 
ask if he had reached home. The answer was 
that Captain Dawson had not, come home. 
This rendered me still mére suspicious, and I 
immediately went up town again. Arriving 
at the stationhouse, I found that a report had 
been sentin that there was trouble in Rut- 
ledge street. I at once communicated with 
the mayor, telling him that I suspected foul 
play, and received orders to enter Dr. McDow’s 
oftice and ascertain the truth of. the matter. 
In the meantime, about 6:30 p. m., Dr. McDow 
had come to the stationhouse and surrendered 
himself, saying that he had shot Captain 
Dawson,”’

THE CORONER’S INCUEST. 
TheGuilty Maid—The Terror Stricken Wife 
—Condolences Received. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., March 13.—The = cor- 
ener’s jury in the Dawson murder case will 
not meet until 11 o’clock tomorrow, when a 
~.orough investigation of the crime will be 
made. Dr. McDow is in jail, and under ad- 
vice of his counsel, ex-Governor Magrath, 
will not speak of the circumstances attending 
the bloody deed. George W. Williams is 
foreman of the coroner’s jury, which is com- 
posed of prominent men. McDow’s house is 
in the hands of the police. After the murder 
was committed McDow’s wife, with whom he 
had a serious quarrel on the day of the trag- 
edy, fled from the house, taking her babe with 
her. 

THE GUILTY MAID. 

The police have positive proof of McDow’s 
illicit connection with Captain Dawson’s maid. 
He and she were traced by a detective to an 
assignation house, where they remained for an 
hour ortwo. The maid is still in Captain 
Dawson’s family. Her mistress is not inclined 
to believe her guilty as charged. 

CONDOLENCE FROM CLEVELAND. 

Messages of sympathy have been pouring in 
to Mrs. Dawson today from all parts of the 
country. Ex-Presilent Cleveland telegraphed: 
“T am shocked by the death of your husband, 
and I sadly tender you my heartfelt sympathy 
and condolence.”’ 

The funeral this afternoon was attended by 
an immense crowd, representing all classes of 
the community. A pitiless rain fell the whole 
day. - Flags all over the city were displayed at 
half mast, and business was partly suspended 
in the principal streets. Members of the ed- 
itorial, reportorial and business staffs of the 
News and Courier acted as pall bearers.

Lonpon, March 13.—At the sitting of the 
Parnell commission today, Mr. Soames, solic- 
itor for the Times, testitied that he had found 
that the local police of Cork believed Coffee, 
the Cork reporter who testified yesterday that 
the statement he had made to the policeman 
was absolutely false. Coffee signed the state- 
ment in witness’ office, and said he wouid tes- 
tify that it was true. Coffee had not received 
the full sum to which he was entitled. Wit- 
ness forthe Times received from 10s to 3 
pounds 3s daily. 

On cross-examination by Mr. Biggar, Mr. 
Soames testified that he sent Kirby to America 
to see Sheridan, who asked 20,000 pounds to 
come to London and testify for the Times 
Witness, on receipt of this information, imme- 
diately recalled Kirby. A man named Levy, 
who was a member of the Fenian supreme 
council, testified as to his expense whilea 
member of that body. 

On cross-examination he admitted that he 
had been imprisoned for a year for embezzling 
his employer’s money. This admission caused 
laughter. 

At 3:20 p. m. Attorney-Generai Webster 
announced that the case for the Times was 
finished. At the request of Sir Charles Kus- 
sell, counsel for the Parnellites, Presiding 
Justice Hannen ordered the release from 
prison of William O’Brien and Timothy Har- 
rington, whom it is necessary for Sir Charles 
to consult, on condition that they abstain from 
agitation during their liberty. 

The court then adjourned until April 2. 

Prior to adjournment, Sir Charles Russell 
asked the court whether it was prepared to 
express a judgment regarding the question of 
an interim report on the forged letters. In re- 
ply. Presiding Justice Hanuen said: 

‘Weare not prepared to give an answer 
limiting our freedom of action. The extra- 
ordinary circumstances attending the with- 
drawal of the letters speak for themselves. No 
report can enhauce or diminish their effect.

Mr. Morley Presides and Makes the Intro- 
ductory Speech—Mr. Parnell Arraigns 
the Government 


LONDON, March 13.—St. James hall was 
crowded with people this evening, anxious to 
hear Mr. Parnell’s speech. Mr. Morley pre- 
sided. The committee in charge was com- 
pelled yesterday to supend the issue of tickets 


for the meeting. 

The hall had been handsomely decorated 
with flags and mottoes. Among the inscrip- 
tions were: ‘‘Freedom for England and Ire- 
land ;” ‘‘No Coercion, No Forgery, No Slan- 
der;” “Humanity, Union, Justice, Peace, 
Liberty.”’ - 

On shamrock-entwined flag staffs was a 
picure representing Brittania with her left 
arm evcircling Erin’s waist, and an angel over- 
head bearing thé motto: ‘Peace and good 
will towards all men.”’ 

Among the prominent men present were A. 
J. Mundella, Shaw-Lefevre, H. H. Fowler, 
James Stanstield, H. H. Asquith, W. B. Row- 
lands, Arnold, Morley and many Parnellite 
members of parliament. 

JOHN MORLEY SPEAKS. 

In opening the meeting Chairman John 
Morley said he could not refuse when asked to 
preside, because the meeting was of sucha re- 
markable character. He felt thatif his pres- 
ence would be of the slightest use he was 
bound to attend. [{Cheers.} He said he never 
Saw 30 great a meeting as this, nor one in be- 
half of a nobler cause. 

“‘T bear a message,’”’ said Mr. Morley, ‘‘from 
the great chief, who,*despite his years, would 
have attended this meeting had he not been 
entreated to spare -himself. [Cheers.] He 
would not spare himself of his own 
free will, bebause he sees the time rapidly, 
almost momentarily approaching, when we 
shall, cautiously and deliberately, step by step, 
surely, unfaltering and unflinchingly, get to 
to the bottom of these Irish proceedings. 
{Cheers.] The resolutions which our commit- 
tee have framed express the deliberate judg- 
ment, deep feeling and deliberate purpose of 
the great party which has not yet taken upa 
case without carrying it through.

FIRST DUTY IS TO IRELAND. 
He has no right to think of our parties except 
in relation to Ireland. [Cheers.] 

But I look forward to the day when, still re- 
maining first an Irish leader and statesman, 
Mr. Parnell will be able to partake and draw 
united Ireland to partake, in the great fabric 
of the governmentin the empire which we 
are striving to make Ireland an integral, in- 
corporated, united, reconciled and equal mem- 
ber. [Cheers.] 

‘*Whether the tories or liberals carry home 
rule, there is one glory of which they can 
never deprive us. Whatever form of home 
rule may take, it must rest, if it is to rest, 
upon arock and not upon the sand—upon a 
foundation of mutual respect, good will, under- 
standing, good faith and good intentions be- 
tween the English and Irish.

A PERSONAL INCIDENT. 
[Laughter.] They did not call it personal 
incident when they produced these shame- 
less forgeries. [Cries of ‘‘Hear!’’| On the very 
morning when the coercion bill was intro- 
duced it was not a personal incident. Then it 
was a great political argument. [Laughter. ] 
Not many months ago, I yentured to say in 
the house of commons that the conductors of 
the Times have covered themselves with tlie 
deepest infamy. [Cheers.] They brought a 
charge against an Irish member of the house 
of commons, who wrote denying and disprov- 
ing it, and who spoke in the house of commons 
again denying and disproving it. The Times 
did not print his letter and omitted from their 
report of his speech the passage in which he 
defended himself. 

I said that their course covered the Times 
conductors with the deepest shame, but I 
think I was wrong; I onght to have been 
thriftier of my superlatives.

Afterwards they sank still lower, and I say 
now, as I said then, that it is neither more nor 
less than infamy.

probably false and malicious libel. If the 
government will not do so, the opposition will. 
(Cheers.] The publication of this 

FALSE AND MALICIOUS LIBEL 

on the morning of a division, with the object 
of influencing that division, constitutes an 
agyravation of offense whica even this govern- 
ment is bound to notice and punish. [‘*Hear! 
Hear!’’}’ There will be other forms of retribu- 
tion. he Times—that great Jupiter that 
does, indeed, forge thunderbolts [laughter and 
cheers]—is much less important than her 
maiesty’s goverument. What attitude would 
the ministry have adopted when the charges 
were first made if they possessed any self- 
respect or any sense of impartiality? 
That which they did in a controversy involy- 
ing a great political issue and in the face of 
such deadly charges?

THE NOMINATIONS YESTERDAY. 
Sketches of the Men Appointed to Office by 
the President. 

Wasnixeton, March 13.—The president to- 
day sent the following nominations to the 
senate: Eugene Schuyler, of New York, to 
be assistant secretary of the state, vice George 
1. Rives, resigned; Walker Blaine, of Maine, 
to be examiner of claims for the department of 
state, vice Francis Whorton, deceased ; Cyrus 

sussey, of New York City, to be assistant 


secretary of the interior, vice David L. Haw-_ 


kins, resigned. 

Eugene Schuyler, who was today nominated 
first assistant secretary of the state to succeed 
George L. Rives, resigned, is about forty-seven 
years ofage. He is generally well known as 
an author and diplomat, and in the last men- 
tioned career he has filled almost every grade 
in the service. In 1867 he began his connec- 

‘aion with -the state department as consul 
at Moscow, and in 1809 he was consul 
at Reveal. In 1870 he was 
made secretary of legation at St. Petersburg. 
in 1876 he occupied a similar post at Constan- 
tinople. Two years later he was appointed 
consul at Birmingham, and in 1879 he was 
consul-general at Rome. He was then ap- 
pointed diplomatic agent and consul-general 
to Roumania and became minister resident 
when the mission was established. Since 1882 
he has been traveling in Europe. His contri- 
butions to literature include alitoriad works on 
Webster's dictionary, ‘American Diplomacy,’ 
and ‘The Life of Peter the Great.”’ 

Cyrus Bussey, who was today nominated by 
the president to be assistant-secretary of the 
juterior, was born in Ohio in 1833. He was a 
dclegate from Lowa to the Baltimore conven. 
tion which nominated Stephen A. Douglas for 
president. Heserved with great distinction 
throughout the war and was breveted major- 
general in March, 1865. After the war he re- 
sumed business as a commission merchant, 
first in St. Louis and then in New Orleans. 
He was a delegate tothe republican national 
convention of 1868 and for six years was pres- 
ident of the New Orleans chamber of com- 
merce. General Bussey engaged in business 
in New York city in 1881 and has since taken 
part in national politics:

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MR. GABBETT TALKS 


ABOUT THE PUBLICATION OF DE- 
LAYED TRAINS. 


The Railroad Men Against the Blacklist—The Mon-~ 
tezuma Special Comes and Goes—A Large Crowd 
Out to See it—New Depots Being Built.

Mr. Cecil Gabbett, general manager Western 
Railway of Alabama, together with other rail- 
way officials, does not at all admire the “‘black- 
list’’ of trains which is printed from day to day 
in THE CONSTITUTION. 

Mr. Gabbett, especially, has expressed him- 
self as violently opposed to it. : 

“Do you know,” he said, yesterday, in speak- 
ing of the matter, ‘“‘thatis extremely unjust 


to the roads ?”’ 

“Why ?’’ he was asked. 

‘Por several reasons,’’ he said. ‘‘In the 
first place, it charges us with errors for which 
we are not responsible. Take, for instance, 
my road. Now, if atrain starts out from Mont- 
gomery on time, and forany cause whatever 
fails to reach Atlanta on time, we should be 
charged with it, as it would be our fault; but 
it frequently happens that our train is com- 
pelled to wait at Montgomery, sometimes 
three and four hours, for a connection. Of 
course we come into Atlanta just that much 
behind. No one will say that we are responsi- 
ble for that delay, and yet it is charged up to 
us in THE CONSTITUTION’S black list.” 

‘But why do you wait for a connection ?”’ he 
was asked. 

Mr. Gabbett smiled, saying: 

“We wait for the passengers and 
for the mails on the connecting 
lines. Which would the people rather 
we should do: wait an hour or 
two hours and bring the mail in that much 
late or pull out on our schedule and leave it 
forthe nextday. ‘That is jast whatit resolves 
itself into—a delay of a few hours or a delay of 
a day.”’ 

‘‘But why are these trains late ?”’ 

‘That is a question I cannot answer, of 
course. At Montgomery we take from con- 
necting lines mails from Mexico, California, 
Louisiana and Mississippi. If these mails 
are given us behind schedule time, 
we ean not help it, and should 
not be charged with it; but thereis a still more 
seriouszobjection than this to your black list.’’ 

‘What's that?’’ he was asked. 

“The engineers on the road read THE 
CONSTITUTION as Carefully as any one else, and 
naturally donot want to be on the list, and in 
order to escape it are liable to run too 
fast. Not long ago one of my engineers 
was on an engine which was behind, and, in 
order. to escape THE CONSTITUTION black list, 
as he called it, ran more than sixty miles an 
hour until stopped.. This rate of speed is dan- 
gerous, and the people who ride on the trains 
do not like it.’’

RESECTED BY BOTH SIDES IN THE 
WOOLFOLK CASE,

A Sensational Episode in the Making Up of 
the Jury—Ten Jurors Now in the Box— 
Other News. 


Macon, Ga., March 13.—[Special.)—When 
court adjuurned yesterday afternoon at half- 
past five o'clock nine jerors had been ob- 
tained—the same nine who were chosen on 
Monday. By instructions of tWe court, the 
sheriff sent his deputies on a regular scouring 
tour of the county for jurors. They worked 
nearly all night, and some of them rode many 
miles tothe farmhouses of the country,and the 
search for jurors continued until*ten o’clock 
this morning, when court assembled. The 
clerk then called the panel, and only eighteen 
names responded as the result of the diligent 
and persevering hunt of the bailiffs. 

Out of the eighteen examined only one—Mr. 
J. W. Herring—qualitied. He was accepted 
by tlestate and rejected by the defendant, 

NO MORE JURORS. 

The panel having become exhausted, court 
adic ef ie at eleven o’clock until four o’clock 
this afternoon, in order that the bailiffs might 
have opportunity of summoning more jurors. 
There remained in the box only about seventy- 
five names, and these were scattered to the 
four winds of the county, and the bailiffs had 
no time to allow the grass to grow under their 
feet. 

A STRIKE NOT ALLOWED.

WHO WAS FORMERLY A PROFESSOR 
IN ATHENS UNIVERSITY. 


His Liberal but Strangely Guarded Bequest 
to the University of Georgia—His Pro- 
fessional Career. 


Avausta, Ga., March 13.—[Special.]—Chas. 
F’. McCay, A, M., L.L, D., died today in Bal- 
timore. He was once a resident of Augusta, 
and his remains will be brought here for inter- 
ment Friday afternoon. 

He was an uncle of Mr. Kent Bisell, of this 
city, anda brother of the late Judge Henry 
Kent McCay, of Atlanta. 

He was president of Franklin college, at 

thens, from 1846 to 1853, and resigned to ac- 
cept the presidency of the Carolina university 
at Columbia. From there he came to Augusta 
in 1858, and became the cashier in the Augusta 
Savings bank. He left Augusta in 1869 for 
Baltimore where he has since resided. 

THE UNIVERSITY BEQUEST. 

Years ago he left twenty thousand dollars to 
the university at Athens at compound interest. 
Tie wanted to make the bequest, a handsome 
one, and as twenty thousand dollars was all he 
could give, he left it at compound interest, to 
be paid upon the death of the children of the 
children of certain friends In Athens. At 
coinmpound interest in ninety-nine years (the 
estimated time) this will amount to a princely 
bequest.

| THE CORNER-STONE RELAID 


THE MASTERFUL SPEECH OF COLO- 
NEL C. C. SONES,. 


The Grand Gathering of Descendants of the 
Pioneers of Liberty Couaty—The Story of 
Their Achievements. 


Mipway, Ga,, March 13.—[Special.}—The 
corner stone of the old Midway church, in 
Liberty county, was relaid today with notable 
ceremony. 

From all over the county, and from adjoin- 
ing counties, men and women came, despite 
the rain. Savannah was represented by sev- 
eral prominent citizens. Many former resi- 
dents of Liberty county assisted in the exer- 
cises. 

The old cornér stone, which was laid with 
such imposing ceremony in 1852, was taken 
up by the soldiers during the war, and the 
treasure stolen, but the corner stone itself was 
recovered, and today it was restored to its 
place. 

MIDWAY CHURCH IS HISTORICAL. 

It is a Congregational church, but Presby- 
terians are really the officials. The building 
is in control of selectmen appointed yearly by 
the Midway society, composed of descendants 
of the old church organization. Every second 
Wednesday in March this society gathers, and 
the conventicle attracts all Liberty county. 
Opposite the church building is the cemetery, 
where the graves of distinguished Georgians 
lie thick. The occasional sepulture of some 
member of anold family alone disturbs the 
peaceful sod at long intervals, In the sacred 
plat are the headboards of pine that have 
stood a century, almost a physical marvel, and 
nowhere else to be noted. This pine is of a 
Species said to be now totally extinct. 

THE CENTRAL EVENT OF THE OCCASION 
today was the address of Hon. C. C. Jones. of 
Augusta, the justly renowned historian. Mr. 
Jones spoke about an hour, and held the audi- 
euce Well under the sway of his erudite elo- 
quence. He began with a resume of the cen- 
tennial ceremonies of 1852. The speaker, by 
natural transition, next recalled many revolu- 
tionary memories. He alluded to Liberty 
colunty’s galaxy of great men. Two were 
signers of the declaration of independence. In 
the first centennial congress Lyman Hall was 
sent a delegate before Georgia entered the 
coufederation, 

THE LONG ROLL OF FAMOUS MEN 
was run over. Mr. Jones graphically recounted 
the battle of Midway and the two sieges of 
Sunbury. He sketched a picture of the dead 
town, when it was a potent rival of Savannah. 
Finally, the story of the war and its devasta- 
tion was told in Mr. Jones’s masterful style.

This Texas man probably never came 
within one hundred miles of Georgia. 
‘here are pine barrens in the state and 
sole small cotton patches, but a sane per- 
son who makes. such a discription of the 
empire state of the south writes himself 
down as a fraud. There are millions of 
acres of land in Georgia which have been 
under cultivation for fifty years that can- 
not be matched in Texas for fertility. And 
yet Texas is a great state. 

If a Georgian, returning from Texas, 
should write us that the lands there were 
arid and unfertile, capable of producing 
nothing but the resurrection plant, we 
should promptly suj press his letter. 

The Texas papers would do well to follow 
this example. 


Political Trouble in the White House. 

A telegram was sent out from Washing- 
ton recently that will strike a responsive 
chord in the palpitating bosoms of several 
thousand North American families. The 
telegram is to the effect that on last Sunday 
night Baby McKee kept the white house 
awake, . 

Here is a state of things that will appeal 
to the sympathies of all family men. It 
has been thought that Mr. Blaine would 
be the controlling infiuence in this adimin- 
istration, but this idea has been dissipated 
by the telegraphic news that has been sent 
out from Washington to the effect that the 
baby was on deck last Sunday night, de- 
livering his inaugural). 

It may be truly said, therefore, that Baby

In fact, Baby Mckee is the prime minister, 
and he has already begun to show his 
power. It would be absurd to suppose that 
the president of these United States, clothed 
only in his right mind and a night-gown, 
would carry Mr. Blaine in his arms up and 
down the lonely corridors of the white house 
for hours at a time, administering paregoric 
and syrup of squills at stated intervals. 

The very idea is preposterous, and yet 
this is the treatment that Baby McKee de- 
manded last Sunday night, and even this 
treatment was not sufficient. Baby McKee 
was not satisfied to be nursed and coddled. 
lie squailed and squalied until the gas had 
to be lit and the high-toned cook called 
from his purple conch to brew a bow! of 
catnip tea, 

But even this was not enough. After 
tlhe catnip tea was brewed, the darling baby 
continued to squall until Grandma Harrison 
nrose and took her turn at pacing the corri- 
dors, and finally the whole family was 
aroused, and if there had been another 
family in the immediate neighborhood it 
would have been aroused also; for Baby 
Mckee has lungs—a pair for every hour in 
the night--and this fact shows that he is 
cut out for a politician. 

This is the rea) political situation at the 
white house. The question is not whether 
the country shall stand by its treaty rights 
in Samoa, or whether it shall annex Can- 
ada or Cuba. The real question of the 
hour-—and it is a burning question—is this: 
Wiil Mrs. Winslow’s soothing syrup satisfy 
Baby Mckee and prevent him from calling 
a midnight caucus in the white house? 

A uedsner's Mistake.

MeDow will not be believed. If he tells 
the truth about being knocked down before 
he fired, common humanity would have 
driven him to call assistance when he saw 
Dawson @ying before him dangerously 
wounded. In wailing to see the fatal result 
of the shot, in attempting to diz a grave, 
and in allowing so long a time to elapse be- 
fore giving himself up, he showed a mur- 
derous purpose. and cold-blooded celibera- 

ion. It shoukl be remembered, too, that 


he was presumably in the wrong from the | 


start. Ile was endeavoring to ruin a mem- 
ber of Captain Dawson’s household, and 
had no right to lose Ris temper when the 
girl's protector called him to account for his 
eonduet. - 

This is the view the world will take. 
Whether MeDow tells the truth or not, his 
wisest course after the shooting would have 
been to call in help and send fer a_ police- 
man, claiming that he had only fought in 
self-defense. Then men would have dif- 
fered in opinion, and the slayer would have

But itis the hardest matter in the world 
to completely blot out such a deed. The 
police hunted for Parkman. It was found 
that he was last seen: going into Websters 
room. The professur told inconsistent 
tales. Blood stains were discovered. 
Parkman's teeth were found in the ashes of 
the furnace. One by one other littie things 
came out. Webster was arrested, and, al- 
though stoutly persisting in his innocence, 
the circumstantial evidence was so over- 
whelmingly against him that no man 
doubted his guilt, and he was hanged. 

This was the most famous murder case 
that Boston ever had, aud the people of 
that city talk about it to this day. Ii has 
always been conceded that Webster had 
only himself to blame for his fate. If he 
had come out boldly with the confession 
that he.had killed Parkman in the heat of 
passion nobody would have been greatly 
shocked or surprised, and: he would have 
escaped with a light sentence, or he might 
have beenacyuitted. His mistake was in 
concealing the body and showing such cold- 
blooded deliberation. 

McDow wiade Webster's mistake, and if 
he did not go as far in trying to hide his 
crime it was because he saw the obstacles 
inhisway and turned back. Will not men 
judge McDow just as they judged Webster? 
Will they not doubt his tardy statement, 
and see guilt in his every action, and send 
him to the gallows? It looks that way.

Safety in the Veto. 

A republican contemporary, congratulat- 
ing the country that the new president 
‘‘will give the veto a rest,’’ says: 

Mr. Cleveland’s exercise of the veto prerogative 
was so far beyond what was contemp'‘atcd by tie 
framers of the -constitution that the wnole people 
looked ou in amazement while he set at naucht the 
judgment of a national legislature chosen by their 
votes and fully infurmed as to their purposes and 
desires. 

Mr. Cleveland’s safe and conservative ex- 
ercise of the veto power was one of the 
most striking characteristics of his adminis- 
tration, and when political prejudice gives 
way to the calm judgment of history it will 
be found that his close adherence to the 
requirements of the law in interposing ex- 
ecutive objection to measures totally at 
variance with that law will entitle him to 
the admiration of all who respect rugged 
honesty and strict justice in the administra- 
tion of public affairs. 

It is true that President Cleveland vetoed 
more bills than all the other presidents 
combined, but at the same time we must 
remember that in the great rush of pension 
bills which were sent to him he had much 
more occasion to use the veto than any other 
president. 

Of the great number of pension bills that 
passed congress many were irregular and 
many unconstitutional. It seems that the 
last congress ran pension mad for a while, 
and there is no doubt but that numerons 
pensions were granted that should not have 
been, the recipients of which were not en- 
titled to the benefits they received. 

Had it not been for President Cleveland's 
prompt and effective interposition of the 
veto, many more such unjust and illegal 
pensions would have béen granted, and the 
eare Which he exercised in the matter will 
result in the saving of millions of doHars to 
the country. Had he approved, without 
being satisfied of their legality and justness, 
all of the pension measures which were sent 
him from congress, the flood gates of pen- 
sion legislation would have been opened, 
and the country would have been put to 
enormous expense to pay millions of dollars 
in undeserved pensions; but the president’s 
careful and constitutional course had a ten- 
dency to check the pension extravagance of 
congress, and the result was that as a gen- 
eral thing unmeritorious measures, many of 
which would have otherwise succeeded, 
were forced from the calendar. 

There is safety in the veto, and we very 
much fear that the country will not see as 
much of it during the present administra- 
tion as would be for its good. The presi- 
dent, beingin full political sympathy with 
congress, may not be as careful as he ought 
to be, and may be inclined, to the country’s 
disadvantage, to ‘‘give the veto a rest.”’ 

We have received hon Mr. C. R. Pringle, 
of Sandersville, a copy of his address delivered 
before ihe American Forestry congress at its 
late session in Atlanta. We have already al- 
luded in fitting terms to this admirable ad- 
dress.

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COMMUTATION GURANTED 

By Governor Gordon to iiohert Mackey, of 
Columbia County, 

Governor Gordon granted a commutation to 
Robert Mackey, of Columbia county, yester- 
day. 

This is a peculiarly interesting case. 

Robert Mackey isa negro. In 1881, in the 
uperior court of Columbia county, he put ina 
plea of guilty of voluntary manslaughter, and 
was sentenced to ths penitentiary for twenty 
years. He has, therefore, served nearly ten 
years, andis crea.ted with good conduct for 
all that time. 

Zecently a petitior, for the commutation of 
ais sentence to the time served has been pre- 
sented to Governor Gordon. It is signed by a 
number of the best citizens of Columbia 
ecanty, including county officials and repre- 
g ntatives in the general assembly. The peti- 
“on is indorsed by the judge who sentenced 
Mackey. 

tt recites a number of extenuating cirenin- 
é4tances in the case Which did not come to light 
when the plea of guilty was entered, and 
which tend to show that the killing was justi- 
fable homicide. 

The petitioners say that Mackey was a quict 
and inoffensive man, while the negro whom 
he killed wasa very violent character; that 
he had repeatedly threatened Mackey’s life: 
bad armed himself with a pistol and hunted 
for him with the avowed intention of shooting 
him on sight: that Mackey knew of these 
things, and when they met, killed him in self- 
defeuse. The inference is that Mackey hada 
good defense, and the fact that it was not 
made.is ascribed either to the manner in 
which the case was handled by inexperienced 
counse}, or the dense ignorance of the prisoner. 

And so the negro who, in the light of the 
strong petition asking fora commutation of his 
sentence, had a bright chance of acquittal, is 
discharged by executive order after having 
spent nearly ten years in the penitentiary. 


A NEGRO MISE. 


Dies Vesterday Leaving %8,000 or &10,060 
Without a Will and Without Heirs. 

Adam Beck, an aged negro, died yesterday 
at his little home in Bellwood, just outside the 
city limits. 

Beck is said to have been a miser and is con- 
sidered one of the richest negroes about At- 
lanta. He hoarded his wealth, his greatest 
delight being counting his money and talking 
about his possessions. 

He was a strong, healthy man and his death 
was the result of a short illness. He leaves no 
relatives so far as is known and made no will. 
His property was estimated at from 38,000 to 
$10,000, 

Beck had a physical defermity no less pecu- 
liar than his insatiate appetite for nickels and 
dimes. 

This was in the shape of a tail four or five 
inches long and covered with coarse, straiyht 
hair like that ofadog. He manipulated the 
tail justas he would a finger or .toe, and 
secmed quite proud of the unusual appendage.

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THEY RAISED FIGURES. | 


| Odds and Ends of News and Gossip Gathered 


TWO COUNTRYMEN WERE ARRESTED 
FUR PASSING RAISED MONEY. 


A, G. McWhorter and B. B. Hemitee Locked up at 
the Stationhouse--They Say the Raised Money 
was Given Them at eae Bank in Carroi/ton—How 
it was Made. 


Counterfeit money landed two Douglas 
county young men in the stationhouse yester- 
day. 

They are A. G. McWhorter and his brother- 
in-law, B. B. Hembree. Confederate num- 
bers and words were used in raising the 
amount of the bills. 

About half-past two o'clock yesterday after- 
noon a telephone message from Jones’s stable 
was received at police headquarters: 

“Come quick; we've got a couple of coun- 
terfeiters over here.”’ 

Patrolman Parrish responded to the call, and 
when he came back there were two prisoners 
with him. Both are young men, dressed like 
farmers. Neither is over twenty-four years of 
age. 

It seems that the two men had gone to the 
stable to purchase a span of mules. Each se- 
lected a mule and agreed to pay for the two 
$165. 

“There's $100 of the money toclinch the 
trade,’ said Hembree. ‘We'll come back 
after the mules in a little while and bring the 
other money with us.”’ 

The dealer to whom the money was handed, 
looked at it curionsly, and without saying any- 
thing, walked tothe Bank of the State of 
Georgia next door and asked the cashier to 
examine the bill. 

It was pronounced false, and the siable man 
went back and telephoned police headquarters. 

At the stationhouse the two men were asked 
where the money cameirom. MeWhorter, 
the older of the two, did all the talking. The 
other man seemed wo badly frightened to say 
anything. 

“We got that from a bank in Carrollton,” 
said McWhorter. 

‘‘Have you any more of it.”’ 

“Yes, I’ve got two more.”’ 

McWhorter took from his pocket a book 
coutaining two counterfeit bills. One had 
been originally a $5 bill, and was raised to a 
S50. 

The other was a $10 bill and had been raised 
to $50. Confederate figures and words were 
used, pasted on roughly, and the small figures 
printed near the edges of the bills had been 
scratched out with a pen-knife. These two 
bilis were exceedingly awkward in execution, 
though the $100 bill presented at the stable 
was a passably clever piece of work. 

McWhorter came originally from Carroll 
county, and has been in Douglas only a short 
while. Heisa married man, while his com- 
panion is a single man. McWhorter was in 
the liquor business in Carroll county, and 
there is a case against him pending there now 
for retailing liquor in quantities less than 
one gallon, in violation of the law. 

He says that he can neither read nor write. 
W hen asked how his name was:spelled, he re- 
plicd that he didn’t know the right way. 

‘There are several ways to spell it,’’ said he, 
‘‘vou can spell it almost any way.’’ 

He is not disposed to drag Hembree into the 
trouble, but rather to shield him. 

“T loaned him that mony,’’ said he. 
all that mony from the bank in Carrollton.

THE WAR IN HAYTI. 


One of Legitime’s War Ships Believed to 
Have Been Sunk. 

New York, March 13.—The steamer Wil- 
liam Coulman arrived from Gonaives, Hayti, 
today. She reportsthaton February 23 the 
gunboat Dessalines, of Legitime’s navy, ar- 
rived off that -port and opened fire on both 
forts at the entrance of the port. The cannon- 
ading was continued for two hours, but no par- 
ticular damage was done. The forts returned 
the fire, and ina sbort time the Dessalines put 
out to sea. The supposition is that three well 
directed shots from the fort struck the steamer- 
The general belief is that the Dessalines has 
sunk with all on board. The Dessalines fonn- 
dered. it is said, off St. Maries. 

On the*26th an order was received by a mes- 
senger from the minister of war at St. Maries 
to send out 300 troops to join a similar num- 
ber, which left St. Maries to attack the 
gouthern people. Sixty of Legitime’s forces 
tried to ent off connection between 
bodies, but they were driven back to Grandes- 
lines. A number of prisoners were taken and 
some arms, mostly rifles, were captured. 

On the evening of the 27th, at 8:30 o'clock, 
a great fire was seen from the town. It was 
southward and turned out to be Grandeslines 
in fiames. The fire was started by the south- 
ern people, who at once abandoned the place. 
It appears that on the southern army getting 
possession of Grandeslines they treated the 
people very badly, particularly women and 
children.

A List of the Towns Which are Preparing to Put in 
Bids—The Town Offering the Best Inducements 
in Land, Money, Buildings, Etc., Will Get It.

The bids will be opened on the 9th day of 
April, and a good many places in Georgia are 
now preparing to send them in. 

Athens, Macon, Forsyth, Newnan, Griftin, 
Milledgeville, Fort Valley, Jefferson, Greenes- 
boro are all getting ready to bid for the exper- 
imental station. Other places will probably 
be heard from after awhile, It is clear that 
the competition is going to be very lively, and 
the town which offers the greatest induce- 
ments in the way of land, money, buildings, 
etc., will come ont ahead. 

Judge John T. Henderson said yesterda 
that after all of the bids have been sent in an 
opened by the directors on the 9th of April, 
the board will probably visit each place ina 
body for the purpose of a thorough examina- 
tion before deciding finally at which point the 
location will be made. 

Judge Henderson’s views as to what induce- 
ments should be offered are worth recording. 

**T think,’’ said he, ‘‘that not less than one 
hundred acres of land should be given—two or 
three hundred would hardly. be too much. 
This land should havea frontage on a railroad. 
It should inciude good soil. The location 
ought to be picturesque. At least five acres of 
the tract should be utilized solely for inten- 
sive farming. As to buildings, there should be 
one for chemical purposes, one devoted to en- 
tomology, one to botany, ete. There should 
also be a first-class stable for stock, and a fine 
conservatory, and in addition, good sites suit- 
able tor the homes of the resident officers of 
the station.”’ 

‘What about money ?’’ 

‘Well, l don’t think it will take less than 
$20,000, exclusive of the land tendered, te put 
it in ship shape order and erect the necessary 
buildings. You know that the $15,000 appro- 
priation must be used for scientific purposes 
alone, and that only five percent of that sum 
can be used for repairs at the station.” 

In answer to inquiries Judge Henderson has 
embodied his ideas on the subject in letters to 
leading citizens of the places which propose to 
put in bids, in order that they may get a clear 
idea of the nature of the inducements which 
should be offered. 

As yet, of course, it is impossible to say 
which will be the fortunate town, but the tale 
will be told by Tre Constirutton, in all 
probability before the month of April shall 
have passed away.

THE RACE IN THE POLICE DEPART- 
MENT AT HAND, 


Capiain English, Chairman ofthe Board of Police 
Comunission, Does not Anticipate Many Changes 
~The South Boulevard Sewer to be Bullt—The 
Street Committee at Work—Notes of theeDay

The members of the police department are 
growing more nervous as the day for the re- 
organization of the force approaches. 

The re-organization takes place on the last 
day of the present month, and many members 
of-the department are apprehensive of being 
dropped, but there is not a single instance in 
which the apprehension is warranted. 

So far, the members of the board of police 
commissioners have not made public what 
they intend todo. They have held no caucus 
as far as is known and-each one asserts that 
he has not conversed with any associate on the 
board as to what shall be done. It is gener- 
ally believed, however, that the present sys- 
tem will be changed. The three watches will 
continue, but only three captains will be 
elected. This,of course,does away with one of 
the number now in. 

Who will be the one left? 

THE CHIEF AND CAPTAINS, 

Captain Connolly is still head and neck 
in front of ail opposition to him for cliief. In- 
deed, there is no opposition to him except that 
which exists in rumors. 

Captains Couch, Manly, Wright and Mercer 
are ail after a captaincey, while a dozen or 
more patrolmen are feeling their way towards 
asergeant’s position. 

The members of the board will likely hold 
a caucus next week, when a siate will be per- 
fected. It is asserted that three members of 
the board, Mr. Brown, Mr. Lester and Mr. 
Stevens. are anxious to reinstate several of 
the men who were dropped two years ago. If 
this be trne, there may be a warm fight in 
store for the commission. 

CAPTAIN ENGLISH TALKS. 

Captain English. chairman of the board. was 
asked yesterday if he had decded upon any 
changes. 

“The ve not given the matter much consid- 
eration,’’ he answered, ‘‘but there is one thing 
you can cay for me if you will.”’ 

“What is that?’ he was asked. 

“IT wish the members of the force would pay 
more attention to their work and less to so- 
liciting a re-election. Some of them are visit- 
ing meinbers of the bord day after day asking 
for re-election. There is no use in these visits. 
If the record they have made justifies us, we 
will retain thems if it does not, they will be 
left. Then again, we have some members on 
the force who have secured credit by virtue of 
their uniform and position, and reiuse to pay 
their bills. We cannot and will not tolerate 
tus. 


The Street Committee. 

The street committee of the general council, 
with Mr. Woodward chairman, was in the field 
yesterday and day before. The committee in- 
vestigaied a iot of petitions for street work 
which was handed in to the council at the last 
meeting. Upon these petitions they will write 
their reports this week and submit them to 
the council at its regular meeting next Mon- 
day. The committee will not ask for much 
money next Monday. 

The South Boulevard Sewer. 

Mr. liaas, chairman of the sewer committee, 
willsee that the South Boulevard sewer is 
built. The seweris much needed in the vi- 
cinity of the Fulton Cotton Spinning mills. 

“You see,’’ said Mr. Hass in speaking of the 
matter, ‘the council is powerless to assist this 
big enterprise by exemptions of any kind. 
They are constructing large additions to their 
cottages. These cottages are for the operatives 
and are being built of brick... The sewer is 
absulntely essential there, as weil as at the 
other points along the Boulevard, and I think 
it not only just, but necessary for us to give 
them the sewer. You know, under the law, 
wecan putina sewer at any time or any 
place, and make the peo} ile pay for it, whether 
they ask for it or not.’
